for Representat ive Gerald Ford for his trip | | 

Ford had requested that necessary arrangements be made 
so that he and Michaels, who is travelling with him, could meet with CIA 
people in the various areas. It was agreed that we would provide appropriate 
cable notification to the Field stations who would take the initiative to 
contact Ford at each place and then if there were time he would receive 
appropriate briefings. Invitations were extended to Sprankle and Michaels 
to visit the Agency this Friday at eleven o'clock to meet with some of our 
new budget people and in addition to receive necessary clearances for 
special projects. 

3. (Internal Use Only - JSW) Talked with Robert Smart, House 
Armed Services Committee staff, to secure his views on the possibility 
of the Committee considering next year our early retirement bill in the 
short form. At first it was his view that the short form was simply not 
palatable but after discussion he agreed it would probably do no harm to 
discuss this with Porter Hardy who voiced the strongest objections to the 

short form. 
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
